Claims 1-29 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1-14 
are allowable over the prior art because Claim 1 sets forth a flashlight having a body 
portion comprising a split-ring clip portion at one end including first and second arms 
entirely molded with the body of the flashlight with the first and second arms overlying 
one another to form the ring clip operable by twisting the arms apart. This combination 
of limitations was not shown or suggested by the prior art. Claims 15-29 are allowable 
over the prior art because Claim 15 sets forth a flashlight having a body with a split-ring 
clip portion including a first and second arms entirely molded along the body of the 
flashlight with each arm overlying one another to form the ring clip. Claim 15 further 
sets forth that the ring clip is operable by twisting the first and second arms apart. This 
combination of limitations was not shown or suggested by the prior art.
